Rare Pioneering Air Race Prize Cup

The Australian Aero Club was founded at Point Cook, Victoria on 6 
N ovember 1914 by instructors of the Central Flying School (CFS), Captain 
H. Petre and Lieutenant E. Harrison and the first officer aviators who 
obtained their pilot certificates at CFS, Captain T. W. White and Lieutenants 
R. Williams (later Air M arshall and first Chief of theAir Force and is widely 
regarded as the 'father' of the RAAF), D. T. M anwell and A. G. M erz. The 
Club had its inaugural meeting on 9 April 1915. After WWI a branch was 
formed in N ew South Wales with the inaugural meeting held at the lecture 
hall of the Royal Society on 5 June 1919. 


On Friday 1 October 1920 the Evening N ews, the first evening newspaper 
published in Sydney, from 29.7.1867 - 21.3.1931, with a Sunday edition 
published as Sunday News, from 1919-1930, published the following 
story. 


‘The proprietors of the 'Evening N ews' have offered to the Australian Aero 
Club, N ew South Wales section, and the club has accepted, trophies for the 
Aerial Derby on the following conditions:1. The Aerial Derby shall be an 
annual open speed championship over a course about 100 miles or more in 
line, in length, either in a straight line, in a broken line or in a closed circuit, 
to bedetermined in advance. Aeroplanes competing in theAerial Derby shall 
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also be allotted handicaps, and an additional trophy is given for the best 
handicap flight in the contest. 2. The trophies shall be allotted as follows: 
(a) To the entrant of the aeroplane which completes the course in the fastest 
time, winner of the Aerial Derby, (1) A silver cup of the value of £120, to 
be held until the next annual contest. (2) A small replica of the cup in gold, 
valued at £50 to be his property. (b) To the entrant of the aeroplane which 
wins the handicap section of the contest. (1) A small replica of the cup in 
gold, valued at £50 to be his property. 3. The conduct of the race is to be 
in the hands of the Australian Aero Club, N ew South Wales section, which 
shall each year determine the date and course, draw up the rules, allot the 
handicaps, and award the prizes for the contest. ' 


It was later announced that the Aerial Derby was to be flown on 27 
November 1920 from M ascot aerodrome to Richmond and back. It was 
further announced that the Evening N ews Cup valued at £120 was to be 
manufactured by Angus & Coote of George Street with all Australian 
material and workmanship, the silver of which came from Broken Hill and 
the plinth of Australian maple and also that replicas of the cup in gold valued 
at £50 each were to be made. 


There were nine entrants in the inaugural race in 1920 which was won 
by Captain G. C. M atthews in a Sopwith Gnu. To generate publicity for 
the event, Captain M atthews carried a passenger, M iss Dorothy South, 
an American stage actress who was in Sydney to appear at Her M ajesty's 
Theatre in the stage play, Irene. M iss South also carried as a mascot a little 
Pomeranian dog. The handicap section of the race was won by Lieutenant 
Nigel B. Love. Trophies were presented by the Club President, Lieutenant 
Colonel Oswald Watt, a legend of the Australian Flying Corpsin WWI. Six 
months later on 21 M ay 1921 Watt was drowned at Bilgola Beach, one of 
Sydney's northern beaches. 


Thesecond Aerial Derby was held on 6 M ay 1922 with eight entrants. One 
of these was a Queensland Northern Territories Air Services Ltd, (later 
QANTAS), Avro Triplane flown by H udson Fysh (co-founder of the company 
and flying this aeroplane which was one of the companies 4-seater passenger 
planes). This race was held at Victoria Park Racecourse, Zetland, an inner- 
city suburb near M ascot, with spectators being able to see the entire race as 
the planes departed from the racecourse to a mark at Botany Pier, then to 
a mark at M aroubra tram terminus and back to the racecourse, making a 
total of five circuits of this designated course. 


The winner was Captain Nigel B. Love flying an Avro Baby which was the 
actual machine used by Bert Hinkler in his famous London-Turin non-stop 
flight and Sydney-Bundaberg flight and was also a competitor in the London 
Aerial Derby in 1920, coming second. Captain Love also won the handicap 
section of the race. 


The next Aerial Derby was held on 22 November 1924 at Richmond. The 
Evening N ews Cup was still the first prize however it was announced that 
the proprietors of the Evening N ews and the Sunday N ews ‘have, at the 
request of the club, offered two cash prizes of £50 each in place of the two 
small gold replicas of the 'Evening N ews Cup’, given by them in former years 
to the entrant of the aeroplane winning the Aerial Derby and the entrant 
winning the Aerial Derby H andicap.' 


Thus, only four gold replica cups have been awarded, one to Captain G. 
C. Matthews for winning the inaugural 1920 Aerial Derby and three to 
Lieutenant (later Captain) N igel B. Lovewho won the inaugural 1920 Aerial 
Derby Handicap and in the second Aerial Derby in 1922 he won the event 
and was also Handicap winner. Where are the four gold replicas? Were 
any melted for their gold value? As the cup offered here has the inscription 
‘Inaugurated 1920' it must be assumed it was one of thetwo awarded for the 
first race held in 1920. Presumably the second race held in 1922 would have 
mention in the inscription that it was awarded for the 1922 race. Therefore 
the cup offered in this lot must be one of only two with the inscription 
‘Inaugurated 1920' and one of only four of this design. Extremely rare and 
an outstanding relic of Australian aviation history, perhaps the only one in 
existence today.

This award was established in 1964 and discontinued after 1973. It was 
given to recognize outstanding achievement in Australia in five disciplines, 
art, education, literature, medicine and science. It also was issued to recognize 
Australia - America links. 


In the 1968 year the Britannica Australia Awards Board of nine included 
only one representative from Encyclopedia Australia, the other members 
being from Australia. The Board members were, Sir Leonard Huxley KBE, 
Chairman; Sir M acFarlane Burnet OM , Deputy Chairman; Professor R.M . 
Crawford; Professor D.N .F. Dunbar; MrK.Bonython;MrG.Dutton;Mrc. 
Semmler; Mr O. Guth; and M rJ.J. Salmon, General M anager for Australasia 
of Encyclopedia Australia. 


The 1968 recipient for Arts was the famous composer, Peter | oshua 
Sculthorpe. Born in Launceston, Tasmania, in 1929, Peter Sculthorpe 
was educated at Launceston Church Grammar School, the University of 
M elbourne, and Wadham College, Oxford. He was an Emeritus Professor 
at the University of Sydney, where he began teaching in 1964. He was a 
H arkness Fellow at YaleUniversity, USA, in 1966, and a visiting professor at 
Sussex University, UK, in 1971-72. Hehad taught at universities within and 
outside Australia, and he held honorary doctorates from the universities of 
Sydney, Tasmania, M elbourne, Sussex and Griffith. ln 1977 hewas appointed 
an Officer of the Order of the British Empire (O BE) and was recipient of a 
Silver J ubilee M edal. He was appointed an Officer of the Order of Australia 
(AO) in 1990. 
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Since 1965, Sculthorpe's music had been published internationally by Faber 
M usic. His catalogue of compositions consists of well over 350 works. 
His compositions are regularly performed and recorded throughout the 
world. Hehas written in most musical forms and his output relates closely 
to the unique social climate and physical characteristics of Australia, and 
to the cultures of its Pacific Basin neighbours. His geographical outlook as 
an Australian caused him to be influenced by much of the music of Asia, 
especially during the 1960s by that of Japan and Indonesia. In recent years 
his music has become more deeply influenced by the Australian Aboriginal 
and Torres Strait Island music and culture in which he has taken an active 
interest since his teenage years. 


Sculthorpe had a deep love for his country and its landscape, which he 
regarded as sacred. One of the most constant themes in his output was the 
protection of Australia's environment, as well as that of the whole planet. 
His preoccupation, too, with the frailty of the human condition can be 
heard in works such as Earth Cry (1986) and the choral Requiem (2004). 
H is String Quartet No 16 (2006) grew from his concern about women and 
children killed in the war in Iraq, the latter from the plight of asylum-seekers 
in Australian detention. 


The recipient of many awards, Sculthorpe regarded the most significant as 
being chosen as one of Australia's 100 Living Treasures (N ational Trust of 
Australia, 1997), Distinguished Artist 2001 (International Society for the 
Performing Arts), Honorary Foreign Life M ember (American Academy of 
Arts and Letters, 2003) and one of the 100 M ost Influential Australians 
(The Bulletin, 2006).

Bravery Deed: In the early evening of 21 November 1981 Mark Bruce 
Thompson went down to the Boat Harbour at M ahanga Beach, M ahia, 
H awkes Bay, to do some repairs to his fishing boat. He noticed two men 
clinging to an upturned aluminium dinghy about 100 metres off shore. Since 
it was low tideit was impossible to launch a large vessel, so Thompson rowed 
out to them in asmall plywood dinghy. By thetimehereached them they were 
cold and almost exhausted, but he managed to drag them from the water. 
Thecombined weight of the three men, together with a strong surf and heavy 
breakers made it dangerous for Thompson to attempt to return to shore. He 
therefore waited beyond the breaker line for as long as he could. 


W hen darkness began to closein and when thetwo men began to show signs 
of hypothermia Thompson had no choice but to try to make for the beach. 
The small boat was quickly swamped by the heavy waves and the three 
men were thrown into the water. Thompson concentrated his efforts now 
on helping thenon-swimmer of thetwo and despite the latter's panicking he 
was able to bring him to shore. He then tried to locate the second man but 
was unable to do so, and in fact his body was never found. The weather at 
the time was cold, with a brisk wind blowing, and the water temperature 
was low. 


Thompson displayed a high degree of determination throughout the rescue 
attempt and undoubtedly saved one life.

Vladimiras (d. after 1398), the son of Algirdas, Grand Duke of Lithuania 
(1345-1377), was Grand Prince of Kiev from 1362 to 1394. Following 
the Battle of Blue Waters (1362), in which the Grand Duchy of Lithuania 
successfully pushed the Golden H ordefrom Ukraine, the Principality of Kiev 
fell permanently into the hands of the Grand Duchy of Lithuania. Shortly 
thereafter, Vladimiras was installed by his father in Kiev. M aintaining 
an independent rule, Vladimiras began minting his own coins. Initially, 
his coinage continued the earlier issues of the Golden Horde (perhaps an 
indication that the principality remained a tributary), but eventually replaced 
them with his own type. (continued next page) 


Upon the accession of Wladyslaw II Jagiello as King of Poland in 1386, 
Vladimiras swore loyalty to him. Following the Ostrow Agreement, which 
ended the Lithuanian Civil War, thenew Grand Dukeof Lithuania, Vytautas 
removed V ladimiras as Prince, replacing him with his half-brother, Skirgaila. 
Vladimiras then received the Duchy of Sluckas. He was last mentioned in 
written sources in October 1398.

Alexandre Caratheodory Pasha, was a leading statesman in the Ottoman 
Empire, whoseinterest in collecting ancient coins was inspired by his meeting 
with the French diplomat and numismatist William-H enri Waddington at 
the Congress of Berlin in 1878. Hewas not only a prominent Greek scholar, 
diplomat, and statesman in the O ttoman Empire but formed oneof the most 
important coin collections in the 19th century. His father, was the personal 
physician to Sultans M ahmud II and Abdul-Aziz. H eobtain a doctoral degree 
from the Paris Faculty of Law and pursued a career in the public service of 
the Ottoman Empire. In 1874, he was appointed ambassador to Rome. In 
1878, as Vice M inister of Foreign Affairs, he participated in the preliminary 
negotiations with Russia that led to the Treaty of San Stefano, ending the 
Russo-Turkish War (1877-1878). Later that same year, Sultan Abdul- 
Hamid II dispatched him to Germany as head of the Ottoman delegation 
to the Congress of Berlin. His skillful negotiations with various European 
statesmen, resulting in the revision of the San Stefano peaceterms in favor of 
the Ottoman Empire (Treaty of Berlin, 1878). Disraeli characterized him as 
"full of finesse and yet calm and plausible." During the Berlin negotiations, 
hehad the opportunity to discover in his French counterpart, William-H enri 
Waddington, a common interest in ancient Greek culture and civilization. 
Waddington told him of his archaeological pursuits and the collection of 
ancient coins hehad assembled in Asia M inor. H ewas appointed G overnor- 
General of Crete however, he was called back to Constantinople, where he 
became M inister of Foreign Affairs of the Ottoman Empire (1878-1879). 
H e was the only Greek to ever occupy such a prominent position. In 1884, 
the Sultan appointed him Prince of the autonomous Greek island of Samos 
(1885-1894). It is during those nine years, and inspired by Waddington's 
enthusiasm for ancient coins, that he took up coin collecting and amassed 
an important collection. 
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In 1895, amid renewed religious and social tensions in Crete, Abdul H amid 
Il appointed him as Governor of the island for a second time, but resigned 
in December of the same year and was appointed First Translator to H.I.M. 
the Sultan. In 1901, he attended the funeral of Queen Victoria as a member 
of the O ttoman delegation. This was his last official assignment. H is funeral 
in 1906, in Constantinople, was officiated by the Patriarch and all theH oly 
Synod. In 1923 his children and grandchildren left Turkey. Some of them 
settled in Greece, others in Egypt, Switzerland, and Belgium, the coins were 
sold by CNG during 2015.

Upon M arcel N agy's death a warm tribute was published in Soccer World, 
Vol 15, No 1, 21 January 1972. Under the banner, 'Soccer Pioneer Dies in 
Sydney', it stated as follows, 


‘It is with extreme sadness that we announce the death of M arcel Nagy, one 
of the founders of "Soccer World". He died on December 24, at the age of 
79, in Sydney H ospital. 


He came to Australia in 1957, after an illustrious sporting career in his 
native H ungary. For some 35 years, he was one of Hungary's leading soccer 
administrators. In 1957, immediately after the Revolution, he became 
president. H owever, a few months later he left Budapest to join his daughter 
in Sydney. 


M arcel N agy played a major part in the spectacular development of European 
soccer between the two world wars. A close friend of Austria's Hugo M eisl, 
he was instrumental in the formation of the M itropa Cup, forerunner of all 
of today's great European cup events. For years he was a member of FIFA 
executive and attended World Cups and Olympics. After the last war it was 
M arcel N agy who introduced Football Pools in Hungary. 


Soon after his arrival in Sydney, he and a few friends decided to start a 
soccer weekly - "Soccer World". Since then several publications have started 
and folded up - "Soccer World", however, has been publishing without 
interruption ever since, now starting its 15th year. During all these years 
M arcel N agy was Chairman of Soccer World Publishing Co as well as the 
newspaper's Business M anager. 


His inestimable contribution to the establishment of soccer in Australia 
was widely acknowledged. Some years ago he was invited to join the N SW 
M anagement Committee while the St George Budapest Club elected him 
Life President.' 


M arcel N agy wasthefather of M arta Daniel who, with her husband, operated 
a well known and respected coin and stamp shop in Sydney City under the 
name of M artin Daniel. When her husband died M arta continued trading 
for many more years until she sold her business, then located in the Royal 
Arcade, and retired.

The year 1893 was the most disastrous year in Australia's financial 
history. 


The problems that came about that year had been building up over the 
previous decade. In both Sydney and especially M elbourne there had been 
increasingly wild speculation in land, the price of which had risen in an 
astronomical fashion. On the 3rd December 1891, theM etropolitan Bank of 
M elbourne closed its doors and went into liquidation. T his set off a series of 
chain reactions throughout Australia. A climax was reached in M elbourneat 
theend of April 1893 when fourteen of the leading banks suspended payment. 
O nly two banks remained open all this time, The Bank of Australasia and the 
Union Bank, two other banks remained open except for a day or two (Bank 
of NSW and theR oyal Bank). Prior to the crises there had been twenty-eight 
banking and finance companies listed on the M elbourne Stock Exchange and 
only those banks noted above passed through the crises without suspension. 
Six other banks managed to sort out their affairs or werereconstructed. The 
remaining twenty or so wereliquidated. Trade and commerce was shattered 
and there were many public scandals. The general public went through a 
long period of quite intense suffering. 


The City of Melbourne Bank had been founded in 1873 and it grew 
rapidly, taking over a couple of smaller banks, such as theJ oint Stock Bank 
of Victoria. It prospered and was regarded as a pillar of the M elbourne 
Establishment. It was suspended on 17 M ay 1893 and an attempt was made 
to reconstruct it and reopen on June 19 (notes were overprinted with this date 
as was this note), and it lingered on for a few weeks but it failed again, finally 
closing its doors on 7 August 1895. Thesecond and final closure of TheCity 
of M elbourne Bank marked the end of an era. There are only two surviving 
circulation notes of this bank, these notes are of the utmost rarity.

N ero Claudius Drusus was the second son of Livia by her first husband, 
Tiberius Claudius N ero. He was brought up in the household of Augustus, 
who took note of his abilities and fast-tracked his advancement in military 
and civil affairs. In 16 BC he was married to Antonia, daughter of M ark 
Antony and Octavia, and the happy union produced two sons, Germanicus 
and the future emperor Claudius. In 12 BC, Augustus gave him command 
of the planned conquest of Germany, which he seemed to have achieved 
in four skilfully waged campaigns over the next three years. His letters 
written during this time (later excerpted by Suetonius) indicated he hoped 
for a restoration of the Republic, an attitude which might have strained 
relations with Augustus. But Drusus never returned to Rome, for a serious 
equestrian accident in Germany, led to an infection which claimed his life in 
the summer of 9 BC. Despite his Republican leanings, his brother Tiberius 
and son Claudius both became Roman emperors, the latter of whom struck 
this coin honouring his illustrious father.

The Sicilian city of Katane (modern Catania) was a Chalkidian colony 
founded from Naxos in 729 BC. Katane was located midway along the 
eastern coast of the island at the southern extremity of the slopes of M ount 
Aetna. Its fertile territory was coveted by neighboring Syracuse and in 476 
BC the Syracusan tyrant Hieron | removed the population of Katane to 
the inland city of Leontini. Katane was then given the name of Aetna and 
re-peopled with Syracusan citizens and a group of Dorian mercenaries. On 
the fall of the Sicilian tyrannies in the late 460s BC, the alien population 
was expelled and the former inhabitants of K atane returned from exile in 
Leontini to reclaim their city, which now reverted to its original name. It 
seems unlikely that any coinage was produced at Katane prior to the events 
of 476 BC, so any issues bearing the name of the K atanians must postdate 
the restoration of the original population in 461 BC. This tetradrachm is 
from the beginning of this coinage and depicts on the obverse the local 
river god Amenanos in the guise of a man-headed bull. The spirited figure 
of Nike holding a diadem appears, like so many Sicilian coin types, to have 
an agonistic significance.

This issue belongs to a series of issues that have been die and control-mark 
linked to the coinage of the Cappadocian kings. Previously believed to be late 
issues from Antioch for Antiochos VII, tetradrachms have appeared that are 
obverse die linked to an issue of tetradrachms bearing the nameand portrait 
of Ariarathes VII. This discovery conclusively showed that this coinage in 
thenameof Antiochos VII was actually a posthumous issue struck under the 
Cappadocian king. Further analysis of other issues in thenameof Antiochos 
VII, of similar Antioch mint style, have shown that they are control-mark 
linked to issues of Ariarathes VII and other Cappadocian kings. T hus, these 
posthumous Antiochos VII issues constitute the vast majority of tetradrachms 
issued by the Cappadocian Kingdom.

The Shekels and half shekels of Tyre are of special interest in this series of 
Ancient J ewish and Biblical coins. Jews had to pay an annual sum to the 
Jerusalem Temple of onehalf shekel [T his C oin type] and the only acceptable 
money werethehalf shekels of Tyre.

Pupienus and Balbinus reintroduced the double denarius or antoninianus 
denomination, which had been discontinued by Elagabalus two decades 
earlier. Whatever their motives in so doing, this proved to be an act of 
momentous consequence, for the new coin rapidly drove out of circulation 
the silver denarius, which had been the mainstay of the currency system for 
the past 450 years. The issue of antoniniani by both rulers concentrated 
exclusively on the theme of harmony between the Augusti, an expression of 
hope rather than a commemoration of the true state of affairs.

2734'. Thediary begins, '| was 19 had my b'day at Liverpool in X Company Depot - Bugle’. H edescribes the voyage from Australia and on 4 July 1915 writes, 
‘on ship was Orderly Bugler’ and then on 25 July 'Went to Cairo - Guard Bugler’. Over the course of the next several days Pte Darby makes the following 
entries, '31/7/15 Riot in Cairo & shops burnt by Australians the wassar (sic). 1/8/15 Riot in H eliopolis& at Les pymids (sic) H otel by M elbourne 24th. 2/8/15 
Brigade Bugler. 11/8/15 told to get ready to go to the front’. 


From his arrival at Gallipoli until his departure, some of the entries in Bugler Darby's diary include (shown as written without punctuation),21/8/15 arrived 
at Anzac at 3.30. In the firing line for first time all well.16/9/15 took over firing line from 17th Batt.19/9/15 Church Service - Pasis Gully things rather quite

17th 15, makes a request to the effect, 'If Anything Should Happen to me 
during the Evacuation | want the Book sent to Leo M cGroder, 32 Bourne, 
Enmore, Sydney, N SW Signed 1173 |] Darby H eadquarters 19th Batt’. From 
this entry it appears that Pte Darby knew on the 17th that his unit would 
be evacuating on the 19th. 


All of thediary entries for Pte D arby's service on Gallipoli have not been listed 
but from reading them it becomes obvious that war is marked by periods of 
intense boredom and deprivations of even the most common day things. For 
example Darby makes a big deal out of the 'Issue of 2 eggs’. Then there are 
the weather conditions that have to be endured, from stifling heat through 
to freezing cold, all with basic clothing and little adequate shelter. Another 
regular feature of his diary notes is the ongoing shelling from both allied ships 
in the harbour at the enemy and the Turks firing on the trenches. The latter 
usually just passing overhead or around the general area, with most recorded 
in his dairy as ‘all's well’. For many soldiers these are the stark realities of 
war that are occasionally broken by an assault on or by the enemy. 
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During his time at Gallipoli, Pte Darby was the bugler for Catholic masses 
and burials. After the successful evacuation from there he served in France 
until wounded. He received appropriate medical treatment and following 
a period of convalescence he was posted to the fledgling Australian Flying 
Corps asacook until war's end. Dueto the gassing injury he received whilst 
serving on the Western Front his life post war was relatively short as he died 
in 1930. His wife Nellie raised their children on her own. One of Nanna 
Darby's grandchildren, Peter Clarke then aged 11, wanted to bein a school 
band so she kindly gave him her ‘treasured bugle’ that she had kept stored 
in a trunk, a link to the grandfather he had heard so much about but never 
knew. He took it to school for 'show and tell’ and regularly played it at 
home, a reminder of his grandfather's wartime experience and hardship. Until 
recently, the bugle has been on loan to the AN ZAC M emorial in Sydney. It 
is now being offered for sale nearly 100 years to the day since John Darby 
enlisted in the AIF on 23 M arch 1915.

No. 3 Australian Casualty Clearing Station was formed on 17 M arch 1916 
from personnel of the 10th Australian Field Ambulance. The unit sailed from 
Port M elbourne on theS.S. M edic on 20 M ay 1916. After further training 
and provisioning in England, they reached LeH avreon 26 September 1916 
where they spent two daysin arest camp, then left for Rouen. After five days 
in camp at Rouen they entrained for G ezaincourt in the Somme Valley where 
they relieved No. 11 British C.C.S. A few days later, seven nursing sisters 
under the charge of H ead Sister |da O'Dwyer completed the staff. 


The following were Sisters-in-charge from this time until it closed in M ay 
1919. 


H ead Sister |. O'Dwyer N ov. 1916 - 14.11.17.

‘Early History,’ War Diary, April-M ay 1919 Account by M atron-in-C hief 
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No.3 Australian C.C.S. opened in November 1916 at Gezaincourt (on the 
old site of 11 C.C.S.) with a staff of 7 Sisters. The O.C. was Lt. Colonel 
Corbin. The Sisters were accommodated in the Hospice at Gezaincourt 
together with the staff of 29 C.C.S. 


TheM atron-in-Chief visited the unit on 11.12.16 with M iss ConyersR.R.C. 
M atron-in-Chief A.I.F. and the following is an extract from her report: 'The 
O.C. spoke in the highest terms of the work both of the Australian and 
British Sister during the recent rush. H e said he had not thought it possible 
for women to do such work. Two huts are in course of erection, one for 
operating theatre, and serious operation cases, and another for serious 
medical cases. ' 


From Gezaincourt they moved to Edgehill, where the work became very 
heavy, and in M arch 1917, the D.M .S. applied for the N ursing Staff to be 
made up to 12 saying 'ThisC.C.S. isin immediate touch with the front, and 
received constant accessions of wounded of a serious type’. At Edgehill the 
unit came under shell fire, but fortunately neither patients nor staff suffered. 
Later the C.C.S. moved from Edgehill to Grevillers, but the H ospital was 
again shelled, and the N ursing Staff were evacuated to other units. 


On August 1st, a staff of 25, (including 4 Surgical teams) rejoined the unit 
at its new site at Brandhoek. H eretheH ospital camein for some very heavy 
work, and anumber of visiting surgical teams were constantly attached, so 
that the staff was almost as large as that of a Stationary H ospital. The heavy 
work continued throughout O ctober, and on the 18th, theD.M .S. wired for 
3 more Sisters, who were immediately sent. 


M iss O'Dwyer (Sister-in-C harge) wrote that the numbers of deaths in less 
than a month had been over 260, and as she was anxious to write to the 
relatives of each man, the extra work entailed was tremendous. 


In the N ew Year, the work became lighter, and the Staff was reduced to 15. 
During the 3rd week in M arch increased shell fire took place day and night. 
The shells became closer, the nearest falling 35 yards from the Sisters' M ess. 
OnApril 11th, theN ursing Staff was ordered to N 0.10 Stationary H ospital, 
as the C.C.S. was closing, and they remained there until the 20th when 
the unit opened on a new site at Esquelbecq, and 8 of the Staff rejoined. 
The remainder returned on 27.4.18, by which time the huts and messing 
arrangements were complete. The Sister in Charge reported that the staff had 
worked magnificently and cheerfully during all this trying time. 


During August, the H ospital had a rush of surgical work and 3 or 4 teams 
were working day and night. A good many Americans were amongst the 
wounded and the Sisters remarked what cheerful patients they were. In 
September, the unit moved to Bandaghem, and from there in October to 
Dadizeele, about 6 miles from M enin. Whilst at Bandaghem, the camp was 
inspected by General Plumer, Army Commander, accompanied by General 
Guise-M oores D.M |S. 


At Dadizeele, the work became heavy straight away, the patients arriving 
faster than the wards could be got ready for them. In addition to the heavy 
surgical work, theinfluenza epidemic was at this time very severe, and several 
sisters had to be evacuated suffering from it. On November 12th (the day 
after the Armistice) the Hospital moved forward to Audenarde, and on 
December 19th, they again advanced this time to Euskirchen in Germany. 
H ere they took over from No.1 Canadian C.C.S., where the H ospital was 
established in a fine building, with central heating etc. During January, the 
work was fairly light, but in February the renewed influenza epidemic kept 
the Sisters busy. In April, orders were received to demobiliseN 0.3 Australian 
Casualty Clearing Station, and the first week in M ay the last of the N ursing 
Staff arrived at the Base, preparatory to being demobilised.

Recommendation: During the operation on the morning of 11th August 
1918 against the enemy's positions East of Framerville and Vauvillers, near 
Amiens, the carrying party for the mortars going forward in the attack, 
became temporarily disorganised through the heavy B.O.S. barrage which 
the enemy brought down on our jumping off line at the commencement of 
the attack.

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Norman Edson Brown, Press Photographer at John Fairfax & Sons, 
born 12Jun1912 at Fremantle, WA; applied for accreditation as a War 
Correspondent (Photographer) on 26)an1943 at Sydney; Australian 
Licence No.238 was issued to him as representative of the Department 
of Information as still photographer, accredited to New Guinea (letter 
dated 04Feb1943 from Director General of Public Relations to M ajor 
H oward, Aust. Public Relations Liaison Officer, G.H.Q., S.W.P. Area); War 
Correspondent badges and instructions were also issued to him; he was 
not a member of the Australian M ilitary Forces but was employed by the 
Department of Information as an accredited war photographer; he served 
for a considerable period in N ew Guinea with both the Australian and US 
Forces; Disch.03Feb1945 as Captain, War Correspondent. 


N orman Brown was 31 years of age and working as a press photographer 
for the Sydney M orning H erald when he was enlisted by the Commonwealth 
of Australia Department of Information as a still photographer. He was 
accredited as a War Correspondent and sent to N ew Guinea where he was 
embedded with Australian and later American Forces, unarmed except for 
his camera and often on the front line. Some of the locations he covered 
include Port M oresby, Yulelsland, M ilne Bay, Goodenough Island, Kokoda 
Track, Popondetta, Oro Bay to Sanananda, Lae, Finschhafen, | evevennang, 
Satelberg, Wandakai, Nuzen, Sio, Madang, Alexishafen, Karkar Island, 
Sarang Harbour, Rempi, Kiriwina in Trobian Islands, Hollandia, Aitapoe 
and many other places. 


For seventeen months he was under the direct command of General Douglas 
M acArthur for photographic assignments with all three branches of the US 
Armed Forces. On one occasion a Beaufort aircraft in which hewas traveling 
crash landed when its landing gear failed but he survived serious injury. 
He contracted malaria and was sent home several times for treatment but 
always returned to the front. 


After the war Norman returned to his work as a press photographer and 
in 1951 moved to M elbourne where he continued his photography career 
with the M elbourne H erald and Weekly Times newspaper. In 1958 his son, 
lan Brown, joined the same organization as a cadet photographer, the first 
father/son team to work for this newspaper. 


As stated above, N orman Edson Brown received a personal letter of thanks 
from General Douglas M acArthur along with the award of the US Asiatic- 
Pacific Campaign Ribbon. M any of Mr. Brown's wartime photographs are 
in the Australian War M emorial, a fitting tribute to a true professional.

‘On the 25th J anuary 1969, Sergeant R.T. M cGrath was acting as an assistant 
instructor whilst students of 113/69 Battle Efficiency Course were undergoing 
live grenade-throwing practice on the grenade assault range at the Jungle 
Training Centre, Canungra. 


Sergeant M cGrath was required to supervise students whilst they moved to, 
and threw grenades from, operational-type throwing pits. 


At one of these throwing points, Sergeant M cGrath was in a revetted slit 
trench with Private G.L. M oss. Private M oss, after pulling the pin from 
a grenade, accidentally dropped the grenade into the trench and was 
momentarily shocked into immobility. 


In the ensuing seconds before the grenade exploded, Sergeant M cGrath, 
without hesitation or thought for his own safety, threw Private M oss from 
the trench and then attempted to get clear himself. Unfortunately he did not 
have time to leave the pit completely, and when the grenade exploded, he 
sustained multiple light shrapnel wounds to the left leg. 


This unselfish act of courage, together with his stoical indifference to pain 
during his subsequent evacuation, reflects great credit on Sergeant M cGrath. 
His actions and conduct were in keeping with the highest ideals of service 
life.

Raymond Thomas M cGrath was born in Victoria's Gippsland although it 
was a family legend that the birth was registered in nearby Bunyip, a place 
which few believed existed. He was one of five children of dairy farmers Les 
and M olly but as the small family farm could not support all the children 
Ray began his working life in a general store, later moving on to N estle's 
milk factory at Dennington. 


When Ray's parents decided to sell up and move to a larger property in 
Western Australia, he decided to enlist in the Army in 1963. After service 
in Malaysia with 111 Air Defence Battery during the Confrontation with 
Indonesia he was posted to the Jungle Training Centre at Canungra as 
an instructor in the tough Battle Efficiency Course. M any of the students 
attending this course were N ational Servicemen, including Private Graham 
M oss, a rifleman en route to the reinforcement unit at the Australian Task 
Forceat N ui Dat in Phuoc Tuy Province, South Vietnam. Sergeant M cGrath's 
role on this particular morning was to supervise students as they moved to 
and threw grenades from a revetted slit trench. When Private M oss pulled 
the pin from his grenade he accidentally dropped the grenade into the trench 
and momentarily froze. 


Typically, training grenades were fitted with a seven second fuse and Sergeant 
M cGrath without hesitation threw Private M oss from the trench and then 
attempted to get clear himself. H ehad not completely exited the trench when 
the grenade exploded, inflicting multiple shrapnel wounds to his left leg. 
Sergeant M cGrath was subsequently awarded the GeorgeM edal for gallantry, 
thesecond highest award for bravery in such circumstances after the George 
Cross. H ethen moved to Townsvillein 1969 with 4th Field Regiment, Royal 
Australian Artillery which was preparing to deploy to Vietnam. 


By now, Ray was 29, single and living in the Sergeants’ mess with a couple 
of equally unattached mates, a combination who were fond of adrink anda 
party, worked hard and played harder. Ray M cGrath had one other notable 
trait, hisfondness for chillies. ln whichever mess he lived, chilli bushes would 
mysteriously sprout in the decorative plant pots, and he was even reputed 
to have had chilli bushes growing by his tent in Vietnam. 


After Vietnam his career path followed the usual Army progression of training 
and regimental appointments including as a Warrant O fficer on the training 
cadre of 7 Field Regiment, an Army Reserve unit in N ewcastle in 1979. It 
was here that he met Beverly Cameron and at the age of 42, Ray married 
Beverly in Townsville in 1982 acquiring in the process an instant adult 
family of two sons and a daughter. Three years later in 1985, Ray left the 
Army after 22 years service and the couple settled at Deception Bay where 
hefound employment in the security industry. A keen fisherman, heindulged 
in fishing and camping with his children and grandchildren, keeping in touch 
with his Army mates and never losing his love of a good party. In J une 2003 
he returned to M alaysia with fellow air defenders to receive the Pingat J asa 
M alaysia M edal from the M alaysian Chief of the Defence Force for his 
service during the confrontation. T he citation read in part, 'for distinguished 
chivalry, gallantry and sacrifice’, ideals which Ray M cGrath lived up to even 
in death, donating his kidneys and corneas for transplant. 


Ray M cGrath died on 19 September 2006 of complications following heart 
surgery. H ewas survived by Beverly, their children, eight grandchildren and 
one great grandchild.
